Egyptian Problem.

ternational Health Exhibition—Happy 
Orangemen—An Expedition to the South 
Pole. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, October 30,—The suggestion has been 
made in a very influential quarter that the easiest 
solution of the new Egyptian problem would be 
to adopt Sir Samuel Baker’s plan of: letting the 
Abyssinians fight El Mahdi. The proposition 
is to offer the Kincof Abyssnia portion of the 
Soudan on condition that he shall crush the false 
prophet and end his menacing career. It is 
doubtful if a permanent garrison of English 
troops could live in the unhealthy climate 
of the Soudan, and this, together with 
the expense and trouble of a campaign, furnishes 
a strong argument in favorof adapting the Anglo- 
Indian policy of putting ope Eastern nation 
against another, and taking advantage of the re- 
sult, whatever it happen to be. The Conserva- 
tives, however, object to snch a policy, and con- 
sinue to advocate the sending of a part of the na- 
tive Indian contingent to establish English au- 
thority throughout the Soudan, as the orthodox 
and proper course, in accord with English prece- 
dent, , 

INTERNATIONAL HEALTH EXHIBITION. 

The eorporation of the city of London 
have made an appropriation of £25,000 towards 
defraying the expenses of the proposed Interna- 
tional Health Exhibition. This liberality is the 
immediaie result of the persistent efforts of the 
Prince of Wales. Ever since the phenomenal 
success of the Fisheries Exhibition, with which 
the Prince so thoroughly and successfully identi- 
fied himself, he has been making strenuous efforts , 
toinstil into the project of the Health Exhibi- 
tiou the same elements which carried the pisca- 
torial show to such a successful conclusion. The 
international feature of the former was the key- 
note to its success, and undouptedly brought 
to England from America such instruction in 
seine fishing and other new features of import- 
ance to a maratime power as will 

PROVE OF INCALCULABLE VALUE. 
The crude sanitary arrangements existing in even 
the houses of the rich of England are perfectly 
understood by the Prince, and he is convinced 
that his own sufferings some years ago, when he 
was attacked by typhoid fever, were the result of 
a defective drainage. His recent speech urging 
that liberal donations should be made in support 
of this attempt toimprove the hygiene of the 
metropolis was delivered with a full appreciation 
of the benefits to be derived from amore perfect 
understanding by the British plumber and sanitary 
engineer of such methods as are successfully em- 
ployed in the large cities in the United States. 
The appropriation by the city of London is re- 
garded only as a beginning, and the Board of Al- 
dermen supplemented their resolution with a 
guarantee that another £50,000 would be forth- 
coming should it be found necessary for the ad- 
vancement of the undertaking. The Prince ex- 
presses himseif as being very sanguine of the suc- 
eess of the International Health Exhibition, and 


| says that it will undoubtedly rival the Fisheries 


Exhibition in its financial and scientific results, 
JOYFUL ORANGEMEN. 

The Orangemen are joyful in their suc- 
cess in forcing the Government to proclaim 
the proposed great meeting of the National 
Leaguers at Newry. The proclamation issued 
yesterday prohibits both League and Orange as- 
semblies, but as the Orange meeting was proposed 
merely asa bluff the Orangemen care nothing 
that they are includedin the decree so long as 
they have succeeded in preventing a demonstra- 
tion by their antagonists. They are delighted 
over their victory. and have decided to employ 
similar tactics whenever opportunity offers. 
Shouid they do so it looks as if the Leaguers 
might be entirely debarred from indulging in 
those demonstrations so dearto the Irish heart 
and so helpful in a party campaign. ' 

THE ENGLISH PRESS COMPLAIN. 
The English press complain that the American 
and German flags are respected by the French at 
Tamatave, ana that vessels of those nations have 
free and profitabie intercourse with the Malagese, 
while no English ship is permitted to approach, 
nor can any trading be carried on by the English 
without such red tape and restriction as to 
amount practically to a blockade. It seems likely 
that English merchants interested in the profit- 
able Madagascar trade will protest so vigorously 
at the interruption of their business that the 
Government will have to take some earnest action 
to secure a change in the attitude of the French 
Admiral at Tamatave in this particular, 
TO THE SOUTH POLE. 

The intrepia Dr. Nordenskjold, whose late 
Northern éxpedition was so highly successful, 
is not disposed to rest idly upon his laurels, but 
is now proposing to organize an expedition to the 
South Pole, to start in 1885. He estimates the 
eost of such an enterprise at $1,000,000. In ad- 
yocating it he refers to our ignorance of the 
Southern Polar region, and gives his, reasons for 
believing that an exploration of the Antarctic 
Circle will result in valuable additions to scientific 
knowledge. The project seems to meet with 
favor, and the Professor has no doubt but that the 
funds necessary to properly conduct the expedi- 
tion will be forthcoming,

The Third Assistant Postmaster-General on 
the Two-Cent System.

New YORK, November 3¢.—‘How has the re- 
duction on postage worked?’ a Post-DISPATCH 
correspondent yesterday asked the third assist- 
ant Postmaster-Goneral, whois now stopping at 
the Astor House.

Visiting the Place Where Phebe 
Paullin Was Murdered. 


Thanksgiving Day at Orange Given Up toa 
Search for Clews—Detective Haggerty’s 
Latest Discovery—The Situation Un- 
changed—Theory of a Reporter.

ORANGE, N. J., November 30.—The holiday 
brought crowds of morbid sight_seers to the 
spot where Phebe Paullin’s life-blood still dyes 
the withered leaves on the crest oftOrange Motnt- 
ain. The country folk drove to the place from 
miles around in vehicles of every description, vil 
lagers toiled to it over the Eagle Rock road, and 
even from New York many made their way to the 
seene.

“Althoueh I was born and raised in Virginia, 
yet 1 must say, as a result of almost fifty years of 
observation that the most refined dancing is seen 
in Boston.” The speaker was the courtly Pro- 
fessor Xuupi, for many years teacher of dancing 
in St. Louls.

Go to any of the great watering 
places, and an experienced eye cap pick out the 
beople by their styles of dancing. One reason

THE TYLER LAND SUITS. 


Judge Lubiee Decides One of Three Cases 
in Court Since 1857. :

court of appellate jurisdiction. In all these sults 
she also demands damages for the detention of 
the parcel of realty claimed in each 
case and monthly reats and profits. In 
the majority of these suits the changes 
wrought by time have made it necessary 
to bring in new defendants against whom tue 
writ for possession (if pluintiff shows herself en- 
titled to recover) may be rightfully awarded and 
upon whom the burden of baying these damages 
and reuts and profits and the costs of the action 
may pe legally put. That no error may be corm- 
mitted in ascertainjng upon whuin this liability 
shall fall, the couft must require precision aad 
aecuracy in all the proceedings for the revivor of 
these suits, Error inthis respect will be uew 
foundation for continuing these causes indefinite- 
ly upon the dockets of the courts.

The Signa! Service rooms in the dome of the 

new Custom House are now completed, and the 

weather men thoroughiy equipped for business.

the flames from going down 
and overheating it. 
THE FLYING TORCH 

is a copper cylinder of the same length, and one 
aud a half inch in diameter. It its closed at one 
eud, with theexception ofa nozzle through which 
it can be filled, and which closes 
with a screw cap. Is is open 
at the wick eud,and on thesides are four 
holes an inch long and halfan inehb broad which 
Open into the wick, so providing that however the 
flame may be driven by the wind, it 
will find a portion of the wick exposed. 
The Signal Service has ,in addkion to 
ver’s room, instrument room, printing room and 
private office, two sleeping rooms for the use of 
the weatner men. The sleeping roums are ele- 
gantly furnisned with a style of furniture similar 
tothat Used in theothner part of the Custom 
House. The private office of Sergeant Weber is 
richly carpeted with a body brussels of a quaint 
aud Deautiful design. A silk rugof arare put- 
tern nestles cosily undera large walnut des«. 
On the south wall of the office is an instrument of 
his own tuvention—a species of anemowraph or 
Wind indic.tor. The curious little instrument at 
times, to the unsophisticated, seems inspired by 
the fairtes of ihe wind, for the small steel indi- 
cator moves around upon a white background 
with a marvelous velocity. Its mission is to indi- 
cate the direction of the wind, whilst the anemo- 
graph in the instrujnent room records it.

What are the lives of thousands of young 
girls in the East end? Sprung from parents 
@ great proportion of whom are immoral 
wenn and thieves, living in one room with 

We the rest of the family, under conditions 
te)0| CU Which preclude all possibility of decency and 
innocence, they grow up naturally vicious. 
Once grown up they must live and earn their 
own bread. ‘The factories then become their 
chief resource, and, as the supply is greater 
than the demand, thousands of girls must 
compete for the small pay and hard work. 
What is the work? Rope-making perchance, 
which is ruin to the hands, and very rough 
and arduous. Atthis they can earn 8 shill- 
ings to shillings a week; in the jam and 
pickle factories the wages are 9 shillings to 
eleven shillings, but the employment is un- 
certain and precarious. The cigar factories 
are unhealthy, the white lead factories actu- 
ally poisonous, and the toll hard, while the 
wages sre only j1 shillings to 12 shillings. 
Bottle washing dud cinder-sifting, laborious 
and disgusting occupations, bring in 6 
shillings to 8 shillings weekly; and 
those who can obtain such chances 
are forced to think themseives lucky.

THE FALSE PROPHET. 


A Sketch of His Remarkable Career. 
From the New York Herald. 

Mohammed Ahmed, the False Prophet of 
the Soudan, was born at Dongala, memora- 
bie as the piace where Ismai! Pacha Saddyk, 
the Monfetti-h and late Finance Minister of 
the ex-Khedive, was put in a sack along 
with some stones, and, the sack being sewed 
up, was thrown inte the Nile. The Mahdi’s 
father was named Mohammed and was a 
carpenter. Young Ahmed followed his 
father’s calling and became very skillful in 
the art of boat building. When his father 
died he went to Senaar—to the Southeasi of 
Khartoum—where he continued the carpen- 
ter business, but where he was so lucky, or 
perhaps unlucky, as to cut off the ends of 
the fingersof his left hand. This mishap, 
however, proved to be the making of young 
Abmed, for he now fulfilled all the condi- 
tions of the phrophecy alluded to else- 
where. 

Almed knew how fo read and write and 
possessed a certain eloquence. He gave up 
carpentering and took to reading the Koran 
in the public places and haranguing the 
crowd... He then traveled ail about the 
jeountry, making “stump speeches’’ on _ re- 
ligious subjects. The people used to listen 
| to him at first through curiosity. Soon he 
made himself respected, and ina few years 
he acquired an enormous ascendancy over 
his ignorant followers who had never be- 
fore heard such an orator. People used to 
come on foot hundreds of miles to see him. 
The Sheik traveled about like a second 
Peter the Hermit; but unlike Peter, he gave 
himself up to personal ambition There was 
a constant rivalry among his hearers as to 
who cuvuld lay before Sheik Ahmed the rich- 
est offering. ‘The prudent Sheik stored up 
these presents, and having become wealthy 
he set himself up as a prophet. The motto 
which he adopted was, *“IThe whole  wuorid 
shall follow me and obey me.” Endowed 
with no ordinary imagination, he utters cer- 
tain predictions to which his creduluus but 
alreauy submissive discipies attached iw- 
plicit faith. According w one of his pro- 
phesies, on November 12, the first day of the 
new Mus8ulman century—1,300 afier the He- 
gira—ie hiinseif was to be prociaimed. at 
Kuartoum, Prophet and Ruler of the Sou- 
dan. 

Having convinced his followers that he 
was in direct communication with the Al- 
mighty, he used, while addressing them, 
suudenly to become silent, aud, closing his 
eyes, to remain motionless for several min- 
utes. He curried this trick to such perfec- 
tion that not the slightest movement was 
perceptible while he simuiated coma, after 
which he appeared to recover from a state of 
profound lethargy, cast wondering glances 
arvund him, and exclaimed, with an air of 
conviction: “1 come trom Paradise, where | 
bave been with Aliah and His  Propuwet. 
How | would like to tell you of all 1 saw and 
heard! but you would not beable to under- 
stand it.” His followers became so devyuted 
tu him that ata signai from him tney were 
ready to sacrifice their lives, 
At iast the Mahdi aunounced that Allah had 
definitively chosen him to be His propiet, 
which caused such enthusiasm among his ad- 
herents that he seized the opportunity to 
surround himself by a kind of Court. The 
expense incident thereupon was readily de- 
frayed by his partisans. It was then that 
Ruef Pacha, at the time Governor of the 
Soudan, decided to arrest the Mahdi, and put 
an end to his proceedings. At firstan attempt 
was made to disarm him by persuasivun, but 
afterward 200 men were sent to take hi, 
prisoner. ‘Lhe Mahdi had, however, already 
a jarge number oi lojlowers, and the suai! 
de:atchment of trvops Was ignominiousiy 
put flight. This was the begiuning of tic 
revolt in the Soudan.

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THE COMSTOCK LODE. 
“Old Pan Cake,” Who Was the 
Richest Man on Earth. 


- — 
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The Hard Fate of the Discoverers of the 
Greatest Mine in the World. 


Gen. Brisbin in Philadelphia Times. 

The other day I stood by the grave of “Old 
Pan Cake,” up at Bozeman. And who, do 
hn inguire, was “Old Pan Cake?” A man 

nown throughout the civilized world; a@ man 
famous in all lands and whose name will live 
in history long after Presidents and Kings 
are forgotten; a man who, if he had kept all 
he owned, would have been the richest man 
in the world, and beside whom the Vander- 
bilts, Mackays and Goulds of to-day would 
be meré pigmies—Henry Thomas Paige Com- 
stock, the owner of the world-known Com- 
stuck Lode of Nevada. Poor Old Pan Cake! 
He lay there quietly in his six feet of mother 
earth, and his grave was unmarked—he, the 
richest man the worid ever knew. It seems 
but yesterday he was over at Washoe in the 
flesh, and yet be has been dead these thir- 
teen years—so fast do we grow old, Let me 
see if Ican tell you the story. They cailed 
him Pan Cake because he was so busy, or 
always imagined himself so busy, he had no 
time to bake bread. With a spoon in hand 
he would beat. up some flour into a batter 
and bake a pancake, his dreamy eyes often 
fixed the white upon some distant lofty peak 
and his mind busy with speculations as to 
how much gold and silver it contained. His 
wasadream of wealth, at last found, but 
vever realized by him. 

THE COMSTOCK LODE. 

Yet he was not the discoverer of the Com- 
stock Lode. I know this statement wil! 
astonish many, butit is nevertheless true no 
more did Comstock discover Comstock than 
Americus discovered America. There are 
great lies in history. Comstock was tolling 
over in American Flat Ravine when Peter 
O’ Riley and Pai McLaughlin discovered the 
Comstock Lode. John Bishop, a_miner, 
spoke to “Oid Virginia” (James Finney), 
another old miner, about indications seen by 
him at Gold Hill. Finney said, he had 
noticed them when hunting deer; but 
atteched no importance to them. Oid Vir- 
vinia told McLaughlin and O'Riley in a 
casual conversation, and they determined to 
go and see for themselves. The parties were 
then all working in Six-Mile Canyon and 
Oid Virginia was drunk most of the time. 
One day—Saturday, January 28, 1859—Old 
Virginia being sober, O'Riley, McLaughlin 
and Fiuney started over to Guid Hill, They 
prospected, but did not tind much. One pap 
vielded 15 cents, another 8 sents and a third 
5 cents, but there was little or no water to 
work with. Virginia followed tie ravine up 
and presently came back and said he had 
found plenty of water. They then decided 
to locate. McLaughiin and O'Riley set to 
work well up toward the head of the ravine. 
They used rockers and got but small pay— 
$1 50 tu $2 perday. So they worked away 
until June 1, 1859, when, becoming discour- 
aged, were on the point of abandoning the 
mfnes and going to Walker River. 

To gather water they commenced digging 
a hole for a reservoir, and when four feet 
down they struck decomposed ore at the 
point where the Ophir Mine nowis. The 
odd-looking black dirt did not at first attract 
their attention, but, as is the custom of 
miners to try everything, McLaughlin put 
some of the dirt and ore into his rocker and 
washed it out. The result was astonishing. 
The bottom of the rocker Was literally cov- 
ered with fine gold, Again and again they 
tried and with the same resuit. They were 
taking out gold at the rate of $500 per day. 
Some of the harder lumps of ore were beaten 
in a hand mortar and one man took out $100 


per day. 

COMSTOCK BUYS IN. 

On the evening of the great discovery “Old 
Par Cake,”’ H. T.;P. Comstock, who had 
been outon the mountain hunting his pony 
and found him, came home by the mines. 
His long legs were sweeping over the tops 
of the sage brush as he rode up to where the 
miners were at work. When he saw the 
gold, his exes Dulged out with astonishment, 
and he atonce began negotiating for an in- 
terest. He said the ground on which the 
miners were working was his, and the water 
they were using was also his. He had lo- 
cated the land, 160 acres, for a ranch, and 
the spring from whicn the water came he 
had taken up for mining purposes. Whether 
this was so or not, the miners believed him, 
and, not wishing any trouble, put down 
Comst ck and his friend, Emanuel Penrod, 
for an equal interest with themselves. This 
being arranged, Comstock declared they 
should give him 100 feet separate for the use 
of the water. He said he not only owned 
the land, but the water also, and, as they 
bad already acknowledged his right to the 
land, they could not work it without water, 
and must give him an ther 100 feet, This 
was done, and the 100 feet thus segregated 
was the Spanish Mine and afterwards sold 
for $1,000,000, 

OWNERSHIP OF THE LAND. 

Comstock bad sume show of right to the 
water, as he and Penrod had ihe year before 
bought an vld set of sluice-boxes from old 
Joe Caldwell and the water from a spring. 
lt was from the Caldwell! springs the water 
came to work the tirst discuveries on Goid 
Hill.. Ido not believe Comstock had any 
right to the land. IPf he had ever taken it up 
as aranch it was never recorded and was 
void. Afterhe had obtained his interest 
with O’Riley and McLaughlio he bragged so 
much about his mines that people began to 
call them the Comstock mines, They had 
lirst been known as Gold Hill, then Ophir 
und lastiy as Comstock. ‘The original lo- 
caters were Peter O’ Riley, Patrick McLaugh- 
lin, H. P. T. Comsivuck, E. Penrod and J. A. 
(Kentuek) Osborn. These men owned the 
land from which more than $300,000,000 of 
gold and silver has been taken. Oid Virginia 
(Finney) made a location adjoining Opbir and 
claimed it as the original lode. t was very 
base ore and dipped towards Ophir. Oijd 
Virginia sold his claim for $25, a pony anda 
bottie of whisky. ‘The parties who bought 
it got $60,000. John Bishop bought Old Vir- 
ginia’s gravel ciaim, and through them got 
in on Ciaim Centra! No, 1, afterwards part 
of the California and worth wiilions. ish- 
op paid $100, put up an arastra and sold out 
for $5,V00, thinking 4e was making big mon- 
ey. ‘The mento whom he sold sold it for 
$1,800 a foot, thinking they were making big 
money, and the same land afterwards solu 
for $50,000 per foot. John Bishop owned 100 
feet and is stilla poor miner, ‘The 100 feet 
segregated by O'Riley and McLaughlin to 
Penrod and Comstock, they sold to James 
Walsh and Gabriel Maldamayde. 

Patrick McLaughiin, part owner of the 
Comstock, at last accounts was a cook in 
Calitornia. Peter O’Riley, who got $40,000 
four his share, went crazy. The spirits 
showed him a mountain in which there was 
a greater mine than Comstuck. He dug and 
dug withouta sign of ore. At last the mine 
caved in on him and nearly killed him. They 
dug him eutand put hii in an insane asy- 
lum, where he soon afterward died in poy- 
erty. 
: COMSTOCK’S END. 

Henry Thomas Paige Comstock, the great 
lead ng spirit of the Comstock lode, commit- 
ted suicide near Bozeman, Montana, Septem- 
ber 27, 1870, by shooting himself througn tue 
head with a revolver. He was on his way to 
the Big Horn Mountains, where he said 
there was more silverthan in Nevada. He 
had brouded much over his losses and was 
no doubt of unsound mind whén he shot him- 
self. 

Comstock left a paper in his own hand- 
writing, giving a complete account of the 
discovery of the Comstock lode. In this 
paper he says: 

“I had tive claims—Ophir, Savage, Gould 
and Cutry, Hale and Norcoss. and Virginia. 
1 got old Daday Curry to come down and 
put him into possession. I kept Norcross at 
work for a year on that mine. I owned the 
principal part of Gold Hilland leased it to 
Walsh and Woodruif. Now 1 will tell you 
how 1 suld those mives. I gave Sandy Buw- 
ers his claim, twenty feet on Gold Hill, and 
thisclaim. ToJoé Plato 


1 also gave his claim. Poor Joe is dead, but 
the claim has made his widow very rich. 

I was working on the Ophir and taking out 
a good deal of ore, but I not know its 
vaiuc, for I was in a wilderness. I sent sev- 
eral tons of the ore by ox ‘teams through the 
mountains to California, and Judge Walsh 
was my agent and hel me. I took outa 
large gold and silver specimen weighing 
twelve pounds and sent it in a box to Wash- 
ington City. Linstrncted John Musser, a 
lawyer at Washoe, to sendit. I don’t know 
if he did or not, but I wanted the Congress 
and the President to see it, for it was the 
first gold and silver ore mixed ever found in 
the United States. 

1 went on working,,and Judge Walsh and 
Woodruff were there évery day: for two 
months trying to buy te out. I did not 
know whatI had. My health was bad, so I 
finally sold out to them on these terms: I 
was to get $10,000—and did get it, at last— 
and I was two receive one-eleventh of all that 
ever came out of yny claim during my natural 
lifetime, and at my deathit was to go to 
whoever I willed it to. I was also te receive 
$100 per month. That was the contract, and 
two wen, Elder Bennett and Many Penrod 
witnessed it. But my health was bad, and 
before I had the contract recorded Woodruff 
and Walsh sold it out. Having taken no 
lien on the property I never got adollar from 
that day to this, except what was at first 
paid. am the son of old Noah Comstock 
of Cleveland, Ohio, and my relatives live 
there. Iwas born in Cauada, and am now 
pnb years old, I have a wife, but no chil- 

ren.

turned the boat to the shure, whereupon the 
cat immediateiy jumped aboard. For the 
next iundred iniles of the journey the cat 
was their companion. The cat was christiened 
Jerry, his sex and the convenient brevity 
vf the name being the two chiet reasons for 
choosing that name. The members of the 
party became very much attached to Jerry. 
They were especially pleased with his neat- 
ness and evident guod breeding. His habiis, 
Dr. White said, were thuse of the most order- 
ly and well behaved domestic cat, Jerry's 
a.most supericline intelligence won tor 
him great respect, and the party would have 
brought him on to Washington if they could 
have easily provided for his transportation. 
Upon reaching Furt Peck they found a 
young man in charge ofastore, who was 
the only white person they met there. 
Desirous of providing ahome for Jerry, 
they prevailed upon the young man to take 
charge of him. uch to the surprise of all, 
when Jerry was bDrvuught forward to be in- 
truduced to his new guardian, the young 
man recognized him asa cat that belonged 
to him. Jerry had gone a year before a 
hundred miles away with a party of buffalo 
hunters to the place where Dr. White’s party 
found him. Jerry had been ieft there when 
the buffalo hunters returned to civiiization. 
He had, it appears, remained during the 
year in the vicinity, hunting his food alone. 
During his long stay in that*wild country, 
cut off altogether from the society of human 
beings, he had lost none of his domestic in- 
stincts. His pleasure upon meeting once 
again With bipeds was manifest, and he 
evinced an astounding readiness to return to 
civilization and the haunts of meu.

A FRONTIER CAREER. 


Death at His Ranch in‘ Wyoming 
of “Portuguese” Phillips, the 
Indian Scout, 


Fort Phil Kearney and the Howling Redskins 
Who Surrounded it in 1866. 


From the Chicago Times. 

A special correspondent of the Times, 
writing from.Cheyenne, Wyoming, says that 
John Phillips, better known as “Portugese” 
Phillips, one of the oldest frontiersmen in 
the West, died on his ranch near that point 
afew days ago. “He was brave and daring, 
and as thoroughly posted in his craft,” 
writes the correspondent, “‘as any man that 
ever lived. His brave deeds and daring es- 
capes from the Indians would fill a volume. 
He was the first man to carry the news of 
Capt. Fetterman and detachment of so!diers 
at the old Fort Phil Kearney in 1866. This 
and inany similar exploits gave nim great 
fame. He lived quietly on a ranch well 
stocked in Wyoming Territory for some 
years past.” 

“Know ‘Portuguese Phillips?’ ’ answered 
an old army officer now residing in this city, 
last night, when asked the question by a re- 
poiter for the Times. “Yes. 1 have eaten 
several meals with him oun his ranch on the 
Chug Water River, He was a great genius, 
and has since been libeled in ‘Ranch 10’ py 
the character they call Portugese Joe, 
though heaven only can testify that the re- 
sembla.ce is very slight indeed, I have 
heard Phillips 

TELL ABOUT HIS TRIP 
from Fort Phil Kearney to Fort Laramie 
that time. 1 was also over the same ground 
in 1876, just ten years later, with the Gen. 
Crook command, atthe time Gen, Custer 
was killed. We camped on the spot where 
the old, Fort Phil Kearney stood, and 
I stood out on a_i  =XKknoll and gazed 
at the spot, about one mile away, where 
those suldiers were massacred. The flag- 
staff and a portion of the stockade still 
stoud there, and there was a littie hill calied 
Sentinel Hill, atthe base of which some of 
the poor fellows who fell, pierced by the 
deadly Sioux bullet, were buried. At the 
time this massacre occurred, in the iall of 
1866, Col. Carrington cummanded the fort. 
He went vest to that point, about the junc- 
tion of the Big and Little Pinos Rivers and 
the old Bozeman trail, the year before, and 
established the fort. It was not a desirable 
location. though, being in a space of cleared 
ground, it was not easy for any ordinary 
band of Indians to capture the fort proper, 
THE TRAIL LED 

from Fort Laramie tu Fort Reno. thence to 
Fort Phil Kearney, then up to Fort C. 8. 
Smith, and on to Buzeman. All these forts, 
except Fort Laramie, have been abaodoued 
lung ago. [t wound over inacurve tu the west 
crossing,both the Pinos Rivers to reaci Fort 
Phil Kearney. The barracks and stockade 
within the fort were directly on the trail, 
which, alter sweeping out south, made an- 
other curve abouta milefrom the fort, just 
wherea hill and some chapparal hid the 
trail. On the morning of tne massacre 
hostile Indians had been seen about the 
country, butin spite of this no one thought 
much about them, and Col. Carrington seut 
out a smaii detail across the Big Pines into 
the chapparal to chop wood. They were 
surprised by aband of redskins, mostly 
Sioux, from Red Cuioud’s tribe. The fight 
occurred on the trail, and Was in plain view 
of the people at the fort. Seeing his men 
surrounded, and notreally knowiug how 
many Indians there were about, Col: Car- 
rington ordered out a detachwent of soldiers 
under Capt. Fetterman, with Capts. Brown 
and Grummond and several other officers to 
their rescue. | think there were over ninety- 
three men, officers and ail, in the detail. 

**Well, they started out bravely, but nota 
man of them ever came back to that fort. 

THE INDIANS 
very cunningly drew them on along the 
Bozeman trail south of the fort until they 
had reached that pointabvout a mile from the 
fort where | was telling you the traii turned 
arvund the littie hill and disappeared from 
view of the fort, and there they were sur- 
rounded by the yelling demons. After a 
close, desperate, hand-tu-hand fight ali were 
Siain. Ail this cvuid be plaiuly seen from 
the stockade of the tort, butits inmates could 
render the poor men no assistance. ‘The In- 
dians must have numbered fully three thou- 
sand, and were on the warpath at the time, 
crussing over into the Powder River regiva. 
They drew the soldiers on along the trail, 
then swarmed out of the chapparal behind 
them in a perfect cloud. The big Pinos—by 
the way that wants to be proneouuced jusi as 
though you were speliing it ‘‘Piney’’—river 
ai the point opposite the fort was abvut as 
wide as our Chicago river at Madison street 
bridge, but was only about three feet deep. 
The Indians, after massacreing the puor fe!l- 
lows, came on in a cloud to besiege the fort. 
They were repulsed at the river, but kept 
up the siege. It looked as though they 
would starve out the people in the fort. Then 
it was that Juhn Phiilips, the 
SCOUT AND FRONTIERSMAN, 

ot out of ihe fortat night aud started for 

‘ort Laramie to bear the news of their dau- 
ger to civilization, No one outside the little 
band peuned up in tue fort knew of this ter- 
rible massacre. Phillips got away in the 
night, but was discovered the next day and 
pursued by the Indians. He was a long 
time reaching the other fort, and at one time 
was neariy lassved. Beiore the rescuing 
party could be started Red Cloud marched 
away, and the command left for safety. 
Col. Carrington was brought up Dbeture a 
military court of inguiry tur the massacre, 
but was acquitted, and retired on haif-pay. 
I guess it was simply post gussip. 

‘By the way, there was a queer incident 
grew outof that massacre, and, though not 
strictly apropos, I think it was a good one. 
Col. Carrington went East after the massa- 
cre, and Mrs. Grummond, the widow of the 
officer who was killed, charged him through 
the press with being the cause of her hus- 
band’s death. It came duwn, finally, to a 
charge, nearly, of murder. There was a 
great deal of talk at the time. ‘Then Mrs. 
Carrington died. Col. Carriogtun went 
South afterward, to a town in ‘lennessee, 
where Mrs. Grummvond resided, and met 
that lady. 

THEY LOVED 

and were married. ‘Thus Mrs. Grummond 
became Mrs. Carrington Nv. 2, the wife of 
the man she charged with murdering, in an 
indirect manner, her husband. ‘That was not 
all. It seews that Capt. Grummond, whose 
relict married Col. Carrington, had been 
married before, and failed to tell his wife. 
He was a lawyer in Detroitat the commence- 
ment of the war of the rebellion, and went 
South. He ilefta wife and child in Detrvit. 
in the South, in the very saine villagein len- 
nessee where afterwards Col. Carrington 
woved and won his second wife, he meta 
lady whom he loved aud made her Mrs. 
Gummond. His other wife lostall trace of 
him, and did not know where he was until 
the reports came of the massacre at Fort 
Phil Kearney, in 1866. Then she weut on tu 
claim the body, and found wife No. 2. There 
was quite atime, but she gave way to the 
latest. ‘Thus, you see, all around it wasa 
great time. I believe Mrs. Col. Carringtou 
has written several books abvut this western 
experience, and she isavery pleasant 
able writer. Col. Carrington is living in 
Wasbington. 

*But about ‘Portuguese’ Phillips. After 
the settlement of the lundian troubies he be- 
came staid and sedate, taking uoto himself a 
rib in the shape of a tidy American girl. On 
his ranch, on the Clug Water river, when 1 
was there, he hada fine dairy and plenty of 
good cattle. He had turned the course uf the 
stream through the garden and was raisin 
water cresses. | think he sold out the rauc 
afterward and went further west to the 
neighborhood of Cheyenpe. That isall I 
know abvut him, only that his fame was co- 
extensive throughout the northwest.”

How China is Governed.

Subject to certain immovable customs, the 
Emperor, in his capacity of father of the 
people, can in theory give any order and can 
in practice punish with decapitation or 
exile any official or person who disobeys it. 
He is in all serious affairs, however, obliged 
to consult, though not to obey, a rather large 
group of Princes of his dynasty. and great 
Mandarins, who divide the departments and 
the great Vicergyalties among thews-ives. 
The dynasty, mvureover, being foreign, is 
compelled to respect the army, to some ex- 
tent, while this armyis, for financial rea- 


sons, so limited in nuiaber that it is difficult |. 


to garrison the Empire and impossibie to 
hold itd: wnforan hour. It is the tradition 
of the court, therefore, never seriously to 
offend either the army or the people in such 
@ way as to pruvoke emeutes, more especiai- 
lyin Pekin. At present the Einperor is a 
boy, only just twelve years of age, and all 
real authority belongs to a widow of the last 
fuli-grown Ewperor, Hien Fung—who is 
called the ey tier sey but is not the 
mother of the Einperor—to Prince Kung, Li 
Hung Chang, the favorite of the native 
Chinese, and two or three less known high 
officials. ‘They can send out any orders they 
please and are obeyed, but they cannot afford 
to risk the insurrections which would follow 
any great affront to the pride of the peoule, 
suchas tie session of ‘Tonquin would be. 
China, in fact, isa more solid Turkey, with 
Suitan, Pashas, army and mob sharing 
power in unequal degrees. As in Turkey, 
too, all four are buund in the chain of a law 
that cannut be modified.

AN ARCTIC WONDER. 


An Island’ Forced’ up From the Sea~ 
A Great Eruption’s Kesults, 
From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

The latest advices from Ounalaska, which 
arrived by the steamer Dora, just down from 
that island, contain an interesting descri 
tion of the wonderful volcanic disturbanene 
which are said to have occurred near there 
lately. The information is contained in part 
in a letter received by Dr. J. A. Hatch of 
this city from his daughter, Mrs. Frederick 
Smith, wife of the Deputy Customs Collector 
located there. No other written intelligence 
has yet been received, neither the Signal 
Service agent nor the Geographical Society’s 
correspo dent having been beard from in re- 
gard to the matter. The communication to 
Dr. Hatch bears date of October 16, and 
says thaton that day a must unusual sight 
was witnessed in the heavens to the north 
of Ounalaska, and that soon aftere 
ward the sky grew very dark, 
a dense black cloud covering the whole hor- 
izon and hanging so low as to permit a 
close inspection .of its composition, though 
this could not be made out at that time. This 
cloud and its genera! color and outline were 
so unlike anything the writer had ever seen 
before as to defy comparison. The light of 
the sun was completely excluded from thaé 
section, <gees | ascribing this to a total 
eclipse, and other:, seeing the cloud and ex- 
periencing a peculiar and very unusual 
eiement of heat in the atmosphere, thought 
the world was approaching its end. r. 
Applegate of the Signal station predicteda 
heavy gale on the appearance of this pheno= 
menal cloud, but 16 waq not until it broke, 
which ocearred half*an bour afterward, thas 
its real nature was discovered. On col 
lapsing the entire mass fell to the earth, 
enveloping everything to the depth of four 
or five inches in a sheet of dull, gray ashes. 
its volcanic origin was soon apparent, but 
there being no active volcavo on tie island, 
and the ouwly mountain of any great extent, 
Mokashin, 5,474 feet in height, being close at 
hand and showing no disturbance, the erup. 
tion was thought to have taken piace on t 
island of Bogoslov (God’s Land), thirty 
miles northwest from Ounalaska, Reports 
had been brought in from time to time in the 
summer by natives of the “angry mountain” 
ot Bogoslov, and to this volcano it would 
seem to have been entirely attributable. 

A VOLCANO-FORMED ISLAND. 

Wishing to ascertain it any of the north 
ern voyagers had witnessed a phenomeyon 
of this kind, Captain Hugue of the Dura was 
called on by a Chronicle repenees yesterda 
afternoon. He was found at en assay of- 
tice, he being an experimentalist in this 
branch of science. Laying aside his blow- 
pipe and metal the Captain said in answer to 
the first inquiry: | 

‘Yes; I was at Bogoslov twice during the 
past season and | did see something most 
extraordinary. Sit duwn and I'l! tell you all 


about it.” | 

‘he reporter complied with the request 
and the Captain went on: 

“When lsay that| was at Bogoslov you 
must not take it lor granted that | landed 
there.” 

“Is it nota habitable island?’ asked the 


reporter. 2 
‘“‘At certain seasons, perhaps, butat the 
time I saw it there was nothing visible there 
but a mass of flame and smoke, with pieces 
of redbot rocks issuing from the great cone 
in the center of the mass and great quantl- 
ties of !AVa running down 0 the sea.” 
- “HoW near did you approach?” 

“T stood off abouta mile anda half, not 
daring to venture nearer. It was the grand- 
est scene Lever witnessed and I have seen 
pretty nearly everywhere.” 

‘“*How long did the eruption last?”’ 

**] can’t exactly say as to that, as I found 
the cone in a disturbed co..dition and left it 
next day still in a state of eruption. I have 
learned thatit had been throwing out lava 
for several weeks and that it nad still contin- 
ued to do so up to the date of my departure 
from Ounalaska. But what was inost re- 
markable and most singular to behold was a 
new feature which was then visible in the 
scene. A new island had sprung up not far 
distant from Bogoslov since my previous 
voyage to that spot. At first I could not be- 
lieve my senses and thought Il had made a 
miscalculation in taking my surroundings, 
but there it was, a new island, with a cone. 
shaped peak in the center 500 to 800 feet high 
aud lying only a short distance from where 
we stood, that portion of its irreguiar outline 
nearest to Bogoslov not being but a few 
away from the old island.” 

LOCALE OF THE WONDER, 

“What would you consider a fair estimate 
of its area?” was next asked. 

“Well, its irreguiar propectons would 
hardly admit of anything but a rough gues 
I shouid think it about three-fourths of 
mile in length and probably about the same 


in width.” 
SINGED SEA-LIONS. 

The Captain went on to say that the island 
of Bogoslov had been uninhabited by natives 
and was barren of vegetation, the capture of 
sea-lions being the only industry engaged in 
and that whol y by natives. A remarkable 
assertion in this connection, and one which 
will probably not be credited by some, is in 
regard to the sea-lions. Many of them were 
reported as having been ki! by volcanic 
eruptions and the sea was said to be swarm- 
ing with these animals. The greater portion 
of those still alive were hairless, the heat to 
which they had been subjected paving oe 
moved tneir outer fur, rendering those 
caughtin this vicinity of no value to the 
hunter,

Modjeska’s Impersonation of Gilberte in 
“Frou=Frou"—The Local Theaters—Stage 
Notes and Gossip.

Thanksgiving by a grand .trades display in the 
; evening. About sixty floats, illustrating the com- 

All the conditions of a successful musical enter- 
tainment were present inthe Thanksgiving con- 
cert given in the Second Presbyterian Church last 
evening. The audience, composed of the most 
cultured people of St. Louis, crowded the church 
in every part, the aisles even being filled with 
chairs. The best vocal and instrumental talent 
was employed. The programme, as given in 
| Wednesday's Post-DisPaTcH, was rich and 
varied, embracing the best writings of the 
best composers, with po dull or wun- 
interesting numbers—strong, without heaviness, 
and vivacious without insipidity. The concert 
began, as promised, at the minute, and there was 
no dragging or tedious waits. The attempt was 
judiciously, and, as the result proved, triumpb- 
antly, made to avoid well-worn solos, and to com- 
bine the beautiful voices of .the united choirs in 
concerted numbers. The strongest approving 
mention is due to Miss Lansden’s and Miss La- 
tey’s solos, to the duet from “Martha” and to the 
sextet from “Lueta.” The principal numbers, 
upon which evidently the most care 
had been bestowed, were the sep- 
tet, “Morning,” by Goldbeck and 
the scene from “Trovatore.” Mr. Goldbeck’'s com- 
position is melodious, scholarly and noble, and it 
was nobly given. No better part singfng, either 
as to subject or treatment, has ever been heard in 
St. Louis, aod this <tatement does not excinde the 
“foreign artists,” who occasionaily deign to en- 
lighten us in such matters. Mrs. Cun- 
ningham’s singing in the “Trovatore 
selection was simply. superb; aod in 
nothing that this aifted singer has ever 
done has she shone more resplendently. Mr. C. 
©. Alien sang like the true artist that be is, with 
intelligence, taste and effectiveness ip a way to 
add tothe general regret that he bas decided to 
discontinue singing In public. Mr. Frank Gecks, 
new to the St. Louis concert room as a violin 
soloist, 1s an admirable young musician and 
gives promise of exceptionaliy fine attain- 
ments in his studies. His playing was 
thoroughly enjoved. The duo for two pianos by 
Messrs. Hammerstein and Robyn was worthy of 
their recognized abilities. Mr. Hammerstein's 
execution, cle ir, crisp and accurate, Is equal to 
the most appalling teehnical difficulties, and Mr, 
Robyn touches nothing that he does not adorn. 
Mr. Robyn played the accompaniments to eleven 
out of the fourteen humbers in the pro- 
gramme, and, it is neediess to say, with 
masterful ability and enriching effect. To him, 
in bis various offices, the pronounced musical 
suecess of this concert Was largely due,
